Petition Withdrawn by Rallroads be-
fore State Rallway Commission
Asked for Important Changes

In the Herald of last week 4 news
article appeared telling of the peti-
tion presented by the Nebraska rail-
roada to the state rallway commission
in which the rallroads asked for

The carriera have in the past re-

quired the shippers of live stoek to
pMlace a valuation on live stock when
shipping the same, If the valuation
was placed chove a certain limit the
freight charge was made higher. A
decision of the Interstate Commerce
Commission corrects this injustice
and s explained belaw:
Valuations In Live-Stock Contracts
The second Cumming amendment,
which became n law August 11, 1916
provided specifically that any limita-
tion of value cannot be imposed on
ordinury live stock, and that the car-
rlers are llable for full actual loss,
damage, or injury.

In an express rate, decided April
the Interstate Commerce
Commission, in Interpreting the Cum-
mins amendment, said as regards
live stock:

“The act, as amended, fAxes
upon the carrier liability for the
full actnal loss, damage or In-
jury caused by It to ordinary live
stock, and invalidates and limi-
tation or attempted Jlimitation
of that liability, wherever or in

inary live stock is expected from
the property as to which we are
empowered to nuthorize or re-
quire the establishment of rates
dependent upon declared or re-
lensed value.

“The shipper or lawful heold-
er of the receipt or bill-of-lad-

ing for ordinary live stock
should be free to press his
claim for recovery in full for

loss, damage, or injury caused
by the earrier, and rates for the
transportation of such Clive
stock may not be stated in a
manner to require a representa-
tion of the value. This is not
saying that wvalue may not be
considered and duly weighed as
an element in determining what
reasonable rutes shall be estab-
lished.”

It is not necessary to declare either
actual value or any value on ship-
ments of ordinary live stock, This
Is definitely settled.
